Mr. Tzuzuki, according to the 
Herald's The Hague 
correspondent, 


has the utmost confidence of his gov- 
ernment and what he says may be 
taken as reflecting the views of min- 
isterial, official and intelligent Japan- 
ese sentiment. 


In beginning his statement Mr. Tzu- 


zuki said there must be a great mis- 
understanding somewhere. "Of all the 
countries in the world," he said, "the 
United States is the very last Japan 
seeks any trouble with. 
Japan is a 


very young nation among the family 
of nations. 
Young nations lik? our- 


selves are full of sensibility and deep- 
ly sensible as to those who have been 
our friends in our struggles and to 
those who Save 
been our 
enemies.

MOYER CONTINUES TESTIMONY.

McCrea, of the Pennsylvania railroad 
was the principal witness today in 
the equity proc .dings instituted by 
that company against the city and 
county of Philadelphia, to restrain 
it from enforcing the two-cent rail- 
road fare law passed by the last 
legislature.

for the Pennsylvania railroad under 
its charter.

for the capital .'.ivested.

Lightning struck the residence of 


Misses Emma and Isabelle Hinkley at 
230 East Woodland avenue at 4 o'clock 
this morning, and aside from inflicting 
damage estimated at $150, so blinded 
the latter for a time that she thought _ 
she had lost her sight permanently, j 


The bolt struck the chimney and 


was communicated to the electric 
wires inside and carried with it down 
the flue a shower of soot and broken 
bits of plaster that mined one of the 
carpets and badly damaged another. 
Miss Isabelle Hinkley was in a rear 
room in which the electric light meter 
and switch are located, and the bril- 
liant flash that followed 
the crash 


sent her screaming through the hall 
with her arms over her eyes, and for 
a long time she was unable to see. 
She recovered during the morning. 


Miss Emma Hinkley was sleeping in 


a room through which the chimney 
that was struck passed. 
She was 


awakened by a shower of soot, small 
particles of brick and mortar and was 
afraid to move for a few minutes as 
she did not know what else might 
come down the flue. All of the stops 
were blown from the flue holes and so 
badly bent and torn that they were 
useless. 
A picture that was hanging 


over one of the stops was torn into 
fragments. 


The entire house was covered with" 


soot, the furniture was disfigured and 
the light circuits inside were all burnt 
Dut.

who had gotten beyond her depth and 
had called for help. Miss Humphrey 
was quickly rescusitated but the un- 
fortunate sisters sank out of sight in 
fifteen feet of water, and. their bodies 
were not recovered until two hours 
later. 


All were members of a merry party 


of ten young ladies who came to the 
lake early this week for an outing and 
were occupying a cottage at Red Sand 
Beach, on the western shore of the 
lake. The Misses Dwight were teach- 
ers in the Toledo public school, and 
during the summer the elder, Miss 
May. 
had been employed as a teacher 


of manual training in the Tri-Stata 
college in Angola. 


Heard Cry for Help. 


All were bathing in the lafee "Wed- 


nesday evening when suddenly Miss 
Humphrey got beyond her depth and 
cried for help. The Misses 
Dwight 


promptly hurried to her rescue, but 
in their exhausted condition all three 
of 
the 
young ladies sank. Fred 


Holmes, of Toledo, also a visitor at 
the lake, saw the situation, and 3ump< 
ing into a boat, he rowed to the spot 
and succeeded in dragging Miss Hum- 
phrey into the boat. 


Holmes also managed to clutch Miss 


May Dwight and drew her 
tip suffi- 


ciently to place her hands upon the 
side of the boat, but as he released his 
hold to turn to the aid ol her sister 
Miss Dwight sank back into the water. 
Holmes hastily rowed Miss Humphrey 
to the shore and went back after the 
two who had gone down, but he was 
unsuccessful in finding any trace ot 
them. Miss Janet Humphrey, a sis- 
ter of the rescued girl, was standing 
in the edge of the water, 
and the 


sight of her sister sinking so overcamo - 
her that she fainted and dropped into 
the water. Others hurriedly lifted her 
from the lake, but it was not until two 
hours later that she was restored to 
consciousness.

Bodies Are Recovered.

Miss May Dwight,was 22 years/ft 


age and her sister, Nell Dwignt./vas 
20. Search for the bodies, whioii was 
kept up unceasingly, was unregarded 
until an hour and three-quarters after 
the accident, when the body of the 
elder sister was dragged from the 
lake. 
The remains of Miss Nell 


Dwight were recovered fifteen minutes 
later, but after the laspe of so long a 
time efforts at resnusitation was un- 
availing. 
The bodies were found in 


fifteen "feet of water, almost at the 
spot where they went down. It'is at 
a point where the lake bottom drops 
off abruptly, and twelve 'years ago a 
young man from Chicago lost his life 
at the same spot. 


The remains of the two victims 


were taken to Angola and prepared 
for burial, and this afternoon wera 
taken to Clyde. Ohio, their former 
home, for interment. 
The 
Misses 


Dwight are survived by their aged 
mother in Toledo, and a brother in 
North Carolina. 
The Misses Hum- 


phrey and other members of the sad- 
dened party left today on their re- 
turn home, accompanying the remains 
of their friends eastward over th«

by steam railroad. 


Contracts already made by the To- 


ledo and Chiratrn. and the Fort Wayne 
and Wabash Valley companies pro- 
vide, for the transportation of the Au- 
burn and Fort Wayne organizations In. 
the Indiana National guard. The Au- 
burn 
company 
will come to Fort 


Wayne over the Toledo and Chicago 
road and will he transferred to the 
Wabash Valley's system. Two special 
cars and a baggage car will be re- 
quired for the men and their equip- 
ment. 
Special cars will also be pro- 


vided for the Fort Wayne companies. 


Companies from points not touched 


by the electric roads will use tie 
steam lines as before.

for the service of the kingdom of God. 
This, I think we may say. was the 
great thought which the Christian En- 
deavor movement introduced into the 
church life of the day. or at least the 
great undeveloped thought which it em- 
phasized twentv-ftve years ago. and which 
it bas continued to emphasize ever since.

Letter From Roosevelt. 


The following letter from President 


Roosevelt was read and greeted with 
prolonged applause:

Ac- 
cording to the government's allega- 
tions the trust exercises almost an 
absolute monopoly of the 
tobacco 


business in the United Slates, while 
at the same time it has an interna- 
tional character that fends it from un- 
pleasant 
foreign competition. 
The 


evils flowing from this trust are num- 
erous and its extortions are declared 
to lie vast. On the one hand it beals 
down the price at which it purchases 
tobacco from the grower and on the 
other forces up the price at which it 
sells its products to the consumer. 
This double-edged method of extor- 
tion has yielded enormous profits and 
established 
a 
monopoly 
that 
has 


spared neither competitor nor 
con- 


sumer, while at the same time it has 
reduced the tobacco growing industry 
of the country almost to unprofitable 
extremities. There is in Kentucky a 
secret, night-riding organization form- 
ed to fight the tobacco trust and it has 
taken many desperate reprisals upon 
growers who disposed of their pro- 
ducts to the giant combine. 
Nothing 


has been accomplished 
by the de- 


struction of warehouses by fire and 
of fields of young plants, but these 
outrages have served to show the des- 
perate state of feeling aroused by the 
despotism of the trust and its ex- 
tortionate practices.

Former Fort Wayne Man 


Enters Plea of Guilty 


at Muncie. 


Muncie, Irid., July 11.—Fearing a 


death sentence as the outcome of his 
trial for murder which was set to be- 
gin next Monday, Tony Miller, former- 
ly of Fort Wayne, charged with having 
killed his wife, Elizabeth Miller, OR 
May 21 last, requested that he be per- 
mitted to plead guilty and accept a 
sentence of life imprisonment. 
The 


request was granted, and in the cir- 
cuit court yesterday 
Judge 
Leffler 


passed upon the prisoner 
the judg- 


ment under which tbe young njan will 
spend the remainder of his days in 
the Michigan City prison. 


Miller met his wife walking in tt>e 


street in company with Orrin Caua- 
dy, proprietor of the boarding-house 
where both were stopping, and he qui- 
etly stepped beside Mrs. Miller and 
shot her, the woman dying in an am- 
bulance while being removed to the 
hospital. 
He made 
his escape, but 


was captured the next day in a bos 
car, after being shot in the leg. Be- 
fore going to the box car he visited 
the home of Canady, determined 
to 


kill him, but Canady chanced to be 
absent. 


Under the requirements of the law 


Miller was found guilty by the jury, 
as a judge cannot pass sentence in a 
murder case upon a mere 
plea of 


guilty. Miller's actions was 
taken 


after a conference with his attorney 
and by the consent of Prosecuting At- 
torney Monroe. 


. Miller Told His Story. 


Brought before the court and jury 


Wednesday, Miller waived his consti- 
tutional right to refuse to testify, and 
went on the stand. He was cool and 
postive about 
his 
testimony, being 


allowed" to tell the story of the kill- 
ing in his own way, without 
being 


questioned. 
He said 
in part: 
"I 


came to Muncie on May 15 from Fort 
Wayne, in answer to a letter from my 
wife in which she asked me to come. 
I found her working at the boarding 
house of Orin T. Canady, at 1214 East 
Thirteenth street. 
I began boarding 


there and Canady got me a job at 
Ball Brothers' where I worked until a 
few days before this thing happened. 
She at first introduced me as

Astronomers Not Agreed. 


Alcyone is the most brilliant star of 


the group known 
as the 
pleiades, 


which is in the constellation Taurus, 
and is quite conspicuous on winter 
evenings about 24 degrees north of the 
equator. Alcyone is of a greenish hue 
and has a magnitude of 3.0. This is

general proposition, the hypothesis of 
any central sun is considered too dar- 
ing by astronomers.

quently ia my daily mail is "How 
shall I feed my baby who is a year 
old," or "eleven months?"—that is to 
say when the time has come for him 
to take solid foods. 
Now I am going 


to devote a talk to it, to see if I can 
not help more than one woman at a 
time with this problem. 


Understand then, to begin with, that 


an infant requires nitrogen to make 
bone tissue, fruit to furnish the phos- 
phates that the blood needs, cereals 
for fat forming and muscle, and a 
small quantity of sweets for digestion 
and to supply other needs of the sys- 


2m. 
There is no necessity for going into 


the scientific explanation of nitrogen, 
but under that head is included meat 
and eggs. Other food belonging to it 
are not such as babies eat. Fruits, 
while important, must be most care- 
fully 
selected and 
given. 
Cereals 


should be taken as meaning grains 
and not some patent breakfast foods 
good for adults but unsuited to babies 
because of the food's lack of grain. 
Sweets are not for an instant.to be 
confounded with 
candy. 
A young 


child should have none of this, not 
even the simplest, until he is at least 
three years old. Generally speaking 
enough sweet is supplied in the fruits 
given and the sugar added ti cereals. 
Of course milk continues to be baby's 
standby even 
after 
he 
is 
twelve 


months old, and at this age one who 
is strong and healthy should be able 
to take it undiluted. 


Of meats, beef is the most import- 


ant, and should be given in the form 
of juice. That, cut from the round is 
best for this, and is prepared by put- 
tine through a chopper, and then mal. 


_ into small cakes with the addition 


of a little salt that r.aises the juice 


run. 
Heat a frying pan hut use no 


!at of any kind. 
Piace the cakes in 


this and heat through but do not cook. 
While hot press through

potato 


squeezer. Reject the pulp.

sal: should be added, and the juice 
should be given the instant that it is 
prepared. If it stands on the stove at 
all it will curdle. 


Next to beef lamb and mutton are 


most nutritious. Pork and veal should 
never be given to babies. Chicken 
makes a variety but is not as nourish- 
ing as the first three. 


Under the head of meats must. be. 


included broths. These are important 
as taking the place of solid meats and 
giving variety from beef juice. They 
should always be made of lean cuts 
put on in cold water 
and allowed 


slowly to come to the boiling point. 
Simmer for two or three hours, talc- 
ing care not to boil hard. 
It. is best 


to make a small quantity at a time. 
Rice or barley may be cooked in them, 
putting in at the last hour. 
in that 


way the grain starch is preserved. 


The best cereal is 
oatmeal thor- 


oughly cooked and strained. 
I do not 


think'it is good for baby to have, this 
in grains, no matter how well it is 
cooked. 
If the cereal is boiled down 


thick and rubbed through

seive he still gets it all. 
Rice, taa,, 


is excellent for an infant, does no,,

Liverpool's Welcome Is Royal.

he entered his carriage at London he 
was the gvest of Liverpool. 
In his

bedroom, 


comfortably 
equipped. 
Before 
the 


train started he removed his clothes 
and enjoyed a solid rest until Secre- 
tary Ashcroft called him shortly be- 
fore reaching here. 
The lord mayor, 


accompanied by his secretary and 
i\: 


gorgeous footman, welcomed Twain, 
as did an overflowing platform 
of 


Liverpoolians, who cheered 
as 
he 


traversed the platform. 


When entering his hotel a dozen big 


policemen formed a double line and 
remained at the salute until he was 
within its portals. 


The banquet given in his honor 


last night was one of the largest civic 
affairs ever held in Liverpool. 
The 


lord mayor in toasting the king and 
President Roosevelt said the privilege 
of honoring the man who had brought 
so much happiness into the 
world 


marked a red letter day in the annals 
of the city. 


T. P. O'Connor in toasting Twain 


said no emperor would get such a wel- 
come in England as he had received.
